NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A newsection is added to chapter 28B. 77 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The | egislature recogni zes that increasing educational attainnent
is critical to the social and econom c well-being of Washington. It is
the intent of the legislature to create the student achi evenent counci
to provide the focus and propose the goals for increasing educational
attai nment including inproving student transitions from secondary to
post secondary education and training and between and anong
post secondary institutions.

The legislature finds that increasing educational attainnent is
essential for maintaining the health of a denocratic society and the
conpetitiveness of the state in the global econony. By increasing
educational attainnment, students wll develop into citizens who are
nore capable of critical thinking, nore aware of their world and its
diversity, nore creative in their problemsolving, and nore successful
in addressing social and economc challenges of the future in an
i nformed and t hought ful way.

The legislature finds that educational attainment is a powerful
predi ctor of well-being. Students who have conpl eted hi gher |evels of

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education or training are nore likely to achieve success in work or
life and less likely to require taxpayer support. Education is perhaps
the nost inportant engine of economc growmh and individual and
financial health. Success in growing a stronger econony and denocracy
and lifting incomes and wel | - bei ng depends upon increasing educationa
att ai nnent .

The | egi sl ature recogni zes that reaching the overall objective of
i ncreased educational attainnent nmeans that Wshington's education
systens nmust enable many nore students to gain neani ngful high schoo
di pl omas, postsecondary certificates, associate degrees, bachelor's
degrees, and graduate degrees.

The legislature recognizes that the requirement for academc
attainment is increasing. According to various academ c studies,
Washi ngton's econony is becom ng even nore highly dependent on workers
W th postsecondary education. Oher studies indicate that rates of
successful participation in higher education by WAshi ngton residents,
especially anong | ower-i ncone and di sadvant aged persons, are anong the
| owest in the nation.

Due to the | arge and growi ng gap between education requirenents and
achievenent, it is the intent of the legislature to focus on increased
educational attainnent as a key priority and to closely track progress
towards neeting this statew de objective.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 103. (1) Cuided by the state's overarching
obj ective of substantially increasing educational attainment for the
purposes outlined in section 1 of this act, the council has a dual
m ssi on:

(a) To propose to the governor and the legislature goals for
i ncreasing educational attainment in Washington, recommend the
resources necessary to achieve the goals, and nonitor progress toward
nmeeti ng the goals;

(b) To propose to the governor, the legislature, and the state's
educational institutions, inprovenents and innovations needed to
continually adapt the state's educational institutions to evolving
educational attainment needs; and

(c) To advocate for higher education through various neans, wth
t he goal of educating the general public on the econom c, social, and
civic benefits of postsecondary education, and the consequent need for
i ncreased financial support and civic conmtnent in the state.

(2) In the pursuit of the m ssions the council links the work of
educati onal progranms, schools, and institutions fromsecondary through
post secondary education and training and through careers. The counci
must connect the work of the superintendent of public instruction, the
state board of education, the professional educator standards board,
the state board for community and technical colleges, the workforce
training and education coordinating board, and the four-year
institutions of higher education, as well as the independent schools
and col | eges.

(3) Drawing on the staff expertise of the council and other state,
national, and international analysis and research assets, the counci
must also take a leading role in facilitating educational attainnent
anal ysis and research leading to increased educational attai nnent and
education systemdevel opnent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 104. (1) Aligned with the state's biennial
budget and policy cycles, the council shall propose educational
attainment goals and priorities to neet the state's evol ving needs.

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The council shall identify strategies for neeting the goals and
priorities by nmeans of a short-term strategic action plan and a ten-
year plan that serves as a roadmap.

(a) The goals nust address the needs of Washington residents to
reach higher levels of educational attainnent and Washington's
wor kf orce needs for certificates and degrees in particular fields of
st udy.

(3) In order to develop the ten-year roadnmap, the council shal
conduct strategic planning in collaboration wth agencies and
st akehol ders and include input fromthe | egislature. The roadmap nust
enconpass all sectors of higher education, including secondary to
postsecondary transitions. The roadmap nust outline strategies that
addr ess:

(a) Strategic planning, which includes setting benchnmarks and goal s
for long-term degree production generally and in particular fields of
st udy;

(b) Expanding access, affordability, quality, efficiency, and
accountability anong the various institutions of higher education;

(c) Hi gher education finance planning and strategic investnents
i ncl udi ng budget recomendati ons necessary to neet statew de goals;

(d) Systemdesi gn and coordi nation;

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(e) Inproving student transitions;

(f) Hi gher education data and analysis, in collaboration with the
education data center, which includes outcomes for recruitnent,
retention, and success of students;

(h) Expanding participation and success for racial and ethnic
m norities in higher education;

(1) Devel opnent and expansion of innovations in higher education

400
in developing policy recomendations and proposing goals. In
conducting research and anal ysis the council at a m ni mum nust:

(a) ldentify barriers to increasing educational attainnent,
eval uate effectiveness of various educational nodels, identify best
practices, and recomend net hods to overcone barriers;

(b) Analyze data from nultiple sources including data fromacadem c
research and fromareas and agenci es outsi de of education including but
not limted to data fromthe departnent of health, the departnent of
corrections, and the departnent of social and health services to
determ ne best practices to renove barriers and to inprove educationa
at t ai nnent ;

(c) Assess educational achi evenent disaggregated by incone |evel,
age, gender, race and ethnicity, country of origin, and other rel evant
denogr aphi ¢ groups working with data fromthe education data center;

(d) Track progress toward neeting the state's goal s;

Wi th existing statutory criteria,;

(b) Establishing minimum criteria to assess whether students who
attend proprietary institutions of higher education shall be eligible
for the state need grant and other fornms of state financial aid.

(i) The criteria shall include retention rates, conpletion rates,

(1i) The council may renove proprietary institutions of higher
education fromeligibility for the state need grant or other form of
state financial aid if it finds that the institution or college does
not nmeet mninmumcriteria.

resolution adopted by the legislature. The decision of the counci
shal | be binding on the participants in the dispute.

full extent of the law, including wage garnishnent if necessary, and
shall be perfornmed by entities approved for such servicing by the
Washi ngt on student | oan guaranty association or its successor agency.
The ((boeard)) council is responsible to forgive all or parts of such
| oans under the criteria established in subsection (1) of this section
and shall maintain all necessary records of forgiven paynents.

(3) Receipts fromthe paynent of principal or interest or any other
subsidies to which the ((boeard)) council as lender is entitled, which
are paid by or on behalf of borrowers under subsection (1) of this
section, shall be deposited with the office and shall be used to cover
the costs of making the |oans under subsection (1) of this section
mai nt ai ni ng necessary records, and making coll ections under subsection
(2) of this section. The office shall maintain accurate records of
t hese costs, and all receipts beyond those necessary to pay such costs
shal | be used to nake | oans to eligible students.

(4) Any funds not used to nmke loans, or to cover the cost of
making |l oans or making collections, shall be placed in the state
educational trust fund for needy or di sadvantaged students.

(5) The ((eff+ee)) council shall adopt necessary rules to inplenent
this section.

(1) The legislature finds that access to baccal aureate and graduate
degree prograns continues to be limted for residents of north
Snohom sh, Island, and Skagit counties. Studies conducted by the state
board for community and technical colleges, the higher education
coordinating board, and the council of presidents confirm that
enrol Il ment in higher education conpared to demand in this geographic
region | ags behind enroll nent in other parts of the state, particularly
for upper-division courses | eading to advanced degr ees.

(2) The legislature also finds that access to high enpl oyer demand
prograns of study is inperative for the state's gl obal conpetitiveness
and econom c prosperity, particularly those degrees in the science,
t echnol ogy, engineering, and mat hematics (STEM fields that align with
the workforce skill demands of the regional econony, that support the
aer ospace i ndustry, and provi de skilled under gr aduat e and
graduat e-degree engineers required by the l|argest enployers in the
aerospace industry cluster.

(3) The legislature finds that neeting the |ong-range goal of
greatly expanded access for the population of the region to the w dest
array of baccal aureate and graduate prograns can best be acconplished
by assigning responsibility to a research university with multiple
experiences in simlar settings.

(4) Managenent and |eadership of the University Center of North
Puget Sound is assigned to Washington State University to neet the
needs of the Everett netropolitan area and the north Snohom sh, Island,
and Skagit county region and the state of Washi ngton for baccal aureate
and graduate degrees offered by a state wuniversity. The chief
executive officer of the University Center of North Puget Sound is the
director who reports to the president of Washington State University.
The director shall manage the activities and | ogistics of operating the
center, make policy and planning reconmmendations to the council in
subsection (5) of this section, and i npl enent deci sions of the council.

(5)(a) Washington State University and Everett Community Coll ege
must collaborate wth comunity | eaders, and other four-year
institutions of higher education that offer prograns at the University
Center of North Puget Sound to serve the varied interests of students
in the region. To this end, a coordinating and pl anni ng council nust
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be established to be responsible for | ong-range and strategic planning,
interinstitutional collaboration, collaboration with the community
served, and dispute resolution for the center. The follow ng
i ndi vi dual s shall conprise the coordinating and pl anni ng council:

(i) The president of Wshington State University, or his or her
desi gnee;

(1i) The provost of Washington State University, or his or her
desi gnee;

(ti1) The president of Everett Community Col | ege;

(tv) Two representatives of two other institutions of higher
education that offer baccal aureate or graduate degree prograns at the
center;

(v) A student enrolled at the University Center of North Puget
Sound appoi nted by the coordi nati ng and pl anni ng council;

(vi) The director of the counci
